This  airport,  known  popularly  as  an  “airpark”,  is  designed 
for  small  private  owner  type  planes  up  to  4,000  lbs.  gross 
weight.  This  type  field  is  designed  to  serve  small  communities, 
and  as  auxiliary  airports  in  larger  metropolitan  areas.  There 
are  no  paved  runways,  but  landing  strips  with  clear  approaches 
must  measure  1,800  to  2,700  feet  long  and  300  feet  wide.  Rec- 
reational facilities  are  encouraged  around  airparks.

It  will  accommodate  present 
day  transport  planes  which  range  from  10,000  to  50,000  lbs.  gross 
weight.  Paved  runways  measure  2C0  feet  wide  and  3 500  to  4,500 
feet  long  with  runway  alignment  to  cover  80%  of  winds.
